sending, to a supporting network, during a process ordinarily used to announce a current 
location of the mobile station and enable the supporting network to direct incoming calls to the 
mobile station, a message comprising information distmguishing the message as for activation of

26. (new) The method of claim 21 wherein the message comprises a serial number of 
the mobile station for recording in a visitor location register of the supporting network. 

27. (new) The method of claim 21 wherein the activation parameters comprise 
number assignment module parameters. 

28. (new) The method of claim 21 wherein the activation parameters comprise a 
telephone number fur the imactivated mobile Station. 

29. (new) The method of claim 2 1 , nirther comprising: 

storing the activation parameters in memory within the unactivated mobile station.

30. (new) An unactivated mobile station programmed to perform a method 

comprising: 

sending, to a supporting network, an activation message having a format of an ordinary 
rc^iatrutioa order, wherein the activation message comprises information distinguishing the 
activation message from an ordinary registration order;

activation message; and

38 (new) The method of claim 30 wherein the message comprises a serial number of 
the mobile station. 

39. (new) The method of claim 3S wherein the serial number comprises an electronic 
serial number for recording in a visitor location register of the supporting network. 

40. (new) The method of claim 30 wherein the activation parameters comprise 
number assignment module parameters. 

41. (new) The method of claim 30 wherein die activation parameters comprise a 
telephone number for the unmotivated mobile station. 
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42. (new) An unaetivated mobile station programmed to perform a method 
comprising; 

sending, to a fixed supporting network, daring a process ordinarily used to aruaourtce a 
current location of the mobile station and enable the fixed supporting network to direct incoming 
calls to the mobile station, a message having a format of an ordinary registration order 
comprising information distinguishing the message as for activation of the unactivated mobile 
station, wherein the message comprises an electronic serial number of the unactivated mobile 
station for recording in a visitor location register of the fixed supporting network and wherein the 
message does not comprise a valid mobile identity number; and 

receiving number assignment module activation parameters sent from the fixed 
supporting network originating from an activation process initiated in an over-the-air activation 
processor responsive to the message comprising the information distinguishing the message as 
for activation of the tin activated mobile station. 

43. (new) A mobile switching center programmed to perform a method comprising: 
receiving, from a mobile station, an activation message having a format of an ordinary 

registration order, wherein the activation message comprises information distinguishing the 
activation message from an ordinary registration order; and 

storing, in a record in a visitor location register associated with the mobile switching 
center, at least some of the information distinguishing the acti vation message from an ordinary 

regi&trstiiuit order. 
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44. (uew) The method of claim 43 wherein the at least same portion of the 
information distmgulshiiig the activation message from an ordinary registration order that is 
stored in the visitor location register record serves as routing information for use in routing 
activation data to the mobile station. 

45 . (new) The method of claim 43 wherein the information distinguishing the 
activation message from an ordinary registration order comprises a dummy mobile identity 
number. 



46 (new) The method of claim 43 wherein the activation message comprises at least 
a portion of an electronic serial number of the mobile station.
